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We, Pegasus (Textiles) Limited, a 
British Company, of 18 Golden Square, 
London, W.l, do hereby declare the in- 
vention, for which we pray that a patent may 
be granted to us and the method by which 
it is to be performed, to be particularly des- 
cribed in and by the following statement 

This invention relates to articles of men's 
wear such as bathing trunks, shorts and the 
like of the kind incorporating a suspensory 
device the height of which within the 
garment is adjustable. 

The object of the present invention is to 
provide improved means for supporting the 
suspensory device in a garment of the above 

kind. . . 

Broadly the present invention consists in 
trunks and like articles of men's wear of the 
above kind wherein the suspensory device 
is suspended within the garment by an at- 
tachment between its upper transverse front 
edge and the underside of the waistband at 
the front of the garment, by an attachment 
between the side portions of the waistband 
over the wearer's hips and the rear transverse 
edge of the suspensory device by means of 
a pair of elastic straps and by a further pair 
of straps of adjustable length and attached 
by then- upper ends to the underside of the 
waistband at the front of the garment and 
by their lower ends to points within the length 
of the front of the suspensory device whereby 
to enable the height of the suspensory device 
within the garment to be varied. 

In order that the invention may be clearly 
understood and carried into effect a pair of 
men's trunks having suspensory means ac- 
cording to one embodiment of the invention 
will now be described, by way of example, 
by aid of the accompanying drawings in 
which : — 



Fig. 1 is a rear elevation of the garment 
with a part broken away to disclose the im- 
proved suspensory means. 

Fig. 2 is a cross section on the line II — II 
through a portion of the trunks illustrated in 
Fig. 1 showing the suspensory means in ele- 
vation and viewed in the direction of the 
arrows also shown in Fig. 1. 

The trunks illustrated in the drawings has 
a body portion 1 with the usual leg openings 
2 and a self-constricting continuous waist- 
band 3. 

The suspensory device is in the form of a 
separately made open sided pouch or sac 4 
and this is loosely supported within the in- 
terior of the body portion 1 of the trunks at 
the front by a permanent attachment be- 
tween the upper transverse edge of the front 
panel 5 of the pouch and the waistband 3 and 
at the back by means of a pair of elastic 
straps 6. These straps at one end are stitched 
or otherwise affixed to the transverse edge of 
the rear panel 7 of the pouch on its inside 
and at their opposite ends to the inside of 
the waistband at or closely adjacent to the 
portions which overlie the wearer's hips and 
they are of such a length that they act to 
hold up the rear portion of the pouch so that 
the same is in the form of a loop. 

The pouch may consist of a length of flat 
material but it is preferred to tailor the same 
so that when suspended as a loop within the 
garment it is in the shape of a sac as shown 
in the drawings. 

The means illustrated which enable the 
wearer to adjust vertically the position of 
the pouch 4 consist of a pair of straps 8. These 
straps are sewn or otherwise attached by 
their lower ends to the inside of the front 
panel of the pouch on opposite sides thereof 
on a line approximately midway in the 
length of said front panel. The points oi 
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such attachment are indicated in Fig. 1 by
